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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-13, 15-24, 26 and 27 are pending in the instant application. 

Response to Petition & Amendment 

2. The instant application became abandoned on March 16, 2007, for failure to respond to 
the Office Action of December 15, 2006. Applicants' Petition to Revive, filed August 29, 2007, 
was granted January 23, 2008. Therefore, Applicants' amendments of August 29, 2007 have 
been entered. Accordingly, claims 25 and 28-33 have been cancelled, and claims 15 and 26 have 
been amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 15 and 25 previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as not being 
fully enabled. In view of Applicants' amendatory changes and cancellations, the enablement 
rejections are herein withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. In view of Applicant's amendatory changes and cancellations, claims 1-3, 5-7, 12-15, 22, 
24-30, 32, and 34 are allowable over the prior art, as newly renumbered claims 1-20. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to novel 1,3-benzothiazole derivatives, their pharmaceutical 
compositions, and their methods of use The allowable compounds are limited to compounds 
according to formula (I) of claim 1 . Certain benzothiazole compounds are known in the art as 
having pharmaceutical activity, however the aspect of preparing the instant claimed 1,3- 
benzothiazole derivatives, with neutral endopeptidase enzyme (NEP) inhibitory activity, is novel 
and unobvious. The instant compounds were tested for selective inhibition of NEP which makes 
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them useful as agents for treating female sexual dysfunction, male sexual dysfunction, etc. After 
a thorough search, the closest of prior art, WO 02/03995 was und to teach similar compounds as 
NEP inhibitors. However the WO document fails to teach or render obvious the same instant 
claimed compounds according to formula (I), and does not fairly suggest their methods of use.
